The unexpeeted display of energy at Constan- 
tinople on the Tunisian question introduces a new 


element of difficulty into the situation. The Sultan 


takes u serious view of his position as Suzérain of 
the Bey, and is inclined to send an ironclad 
squadron to Tunisian waters. It now appears that 
the French on their part are determined to prevent 
the Sultan from interfering, and on Saturday M. 
Jissot, the Ambassador of the Republic, informed 
the Porte that the dispatch of an armed force to 
Tunis would be regarded as a cases belli. The 
Porte is preparing a circular to the Powers, in 
which complaint will be made of the threatening 
attitude of France, and special stress will be laid 
upon the occupation of Bizerta, which is a place 
remote from the Kroumir country.

CAREER OF A BIGAMIST. 


Henry Willshire, thirty-fìve, a man of good 
address, described as a clerk, pleaded guilty, at the 
Central Criminal Court, May 9, to several indict- 
ments for felony. Mr. Montagu Williams, who 
appeared for the Treasury, stated that the prisoner 
was in the employ of Mr. Sheldon Dudley Ashby, 
solicitor, of Queen Victoria-street. The moneys 
appropriated were intrusted to him for the payment 
of counsel’s fees and other such matters, and 
amounted to a serious sum. There was also a charge 
of forgery against the prisoner, but counsel did 
not think it necessary to go into that. Tho 
prisoner, it seemed, became acquainted with a 
lady named Fletcher, for whom he acted asa 
sort of legal adviser. In carryiug out the 
execution of a lease, he obtained Mrs. Fletcher's 
signature to a number of documents. It was highly 
probable that that lady put her name to a variety of 
instruments without knowing their real meaning 
and effect, and the particular security upon which 
the charge of forgery was founded might have been 
executed inthat way. However, Mrs. Fletcher, who 
thought she was in full possession of her lease, was 
astonished by a stranger calling and asking her if 
she wished to sell the security, the prisoner having 
already raised £100 upon it. There was also another 
indictment against the. prisoner for obtaining two 
sums of £22 and £26 upon the counterfoils of some, 
cancelled bonds of a liquidated company. The 
history of the prisoner, counsel said, was an extra- 
ordinary one.

H.M.S, DOTEREL. 


Named after a sea-bird, the Doterel has proved 
| buoyant for a sadly brief period. The Doterel was 
built at Chatham, and launched on March 3, last 
year. She was a composite steam-sloop of 113, tons, 
and her engines indicated 1130-horse power. She 
was 170 ft. long, 36 ft. l in. broad, and the depth of 
her hold was 16 ft. 9) in. Constructed with only one 
engine, a very powerful one, by Messrs. Maudslay 
and Field, of Lambeth, she was clipper built, and a 
very high rate of speed could be obtained when 
required. She was constructed c-tirely of wood, 
having no armour-plates or other protection, being 
intended for speed more than offensiv: purposes. 
She was one of a new type much in favour at the 
Admiralty, and is similar in build to the Mutine and 
several other vessels constructed at Devonport. She 
‘was commissioned at Chatham on Dec. 7 last, and 
left there in the middle of January, in command of 
Commander R. Evans, to relieve thc Penguin on the 
Pacific Station. Although the ship was fitted out at 
Chatham, the majority of the crew were draughted 
from the Naval Barracks at Sheerness, and they 
have many friends and relatives there. 

Before leaving for the Pacific station she put into 
Plymouth through bad weather. She remained for 
a few days, and made good defects, and left on 
Feb. 12, arriving at Madeira on Feb. 23, leaving 
again on Feb. 24 for St. Vincent, to which place she 
had been ordered, as it was thought she might be 
wanted on the Gold Coast in connection with the 
threatened hostilities with the Ashantees.
